REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Status 

Claims 23-27 have been cancelled by the present amendment and no claim has 
been added. Independent claim 21, independent claim 28 with claim 22 depending 
therefrom, and independent claim 29 with claims 30-31 depending therefrom will remain for 
further consideration. 

The submission of a terminal disclaimer should obviate the grounds for rejection of 
claim 28. 

Claim History 

The Examiner rejected claims 21-26 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 double patenting over 
U.S. Patent 6,577,794. The Examiner rejected claims 28 under nonstatutory double 
patenting. 

Allowable Subject Matter. Otherwise Allowable Claims 

The Examiner indicated that claims 27 and 29-31 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and of any intervening 
claims. Claims 21 and 29 have been so rewritten. The indication of this allowable subject 
matter is noted with appreciation. 

Oath and Declaration 

Applicant submits that the oath and declaration are proper except for the listing of 
priority documents. Since the information is correct on the filing receipt, submission of the 
enclosed Application Data Sheet should correct any alleged error in the oath and
